Despite his eighty four years, J. 

D ellas, of Oklahoma City, Okla­ 
homa, veteran of the Civil War, is 
touring the Battlefield on foot,

day he walked to the summit of Big 
Round Top and

years would attempt. 


Mr. DeHas, who is making a trans­ 
continental trip from Los Angeles, 
California, to Hampton, Virginia, is 
hale and hearty. W alking is his favo­ 
rite pastime. 
He has been in Get­ 
tysburg a week and has covered the 
field thoroughly. 


‘4I am having the tim e of my young 
life,” said Mr. D ellas this morning in 
speaking reminiscently of the Battle 
of Gettysburg. 
*T was among the 
first Union men to arrive here in '63 
ajid the last to leave the field,” he 
added. 
Mr. DeHas escaped 
with 
minor wounds in the fighting about 
Gettysburg, but was severely wounded 
in the battle of Petersburg. 
He was 
a member of Company E, 149th Penn­ 
sylvania, under the command of Colo­ 
nel Roy Stohe, of the Second Brigade, 
Third Division, First Corps, during 
the battle here. 


Mr. DeHas had visited Gettysburg 
once since the battle, but he had a 
longing to see the fields he fought on 
once more.

spokesmen

the executive conference yesterday at 
New York was that the vote on ac­ 
cepting the President’s proposal con­ 
ditionally was 
195 to 79. 
Among 
the railroad 
executives reported in 
the minority were 
the representa­ 
tives of the Pennsylvania, Delaware 
and 
Hudson, 
Perre-Marquette and 
Missouri Pacific. 
The minority, a f­

they were either scorched or suffer­ 
ing from some disease— it is sun- 
scald according to the Bureau of Plant I

Pennsylvania 
Depart­ 
ment. 
Maples * are 
the 
great-' 
est 
sufferers 
from 
this 
sort of 
injury, 
though 
similar 
conditions 
may be found on a number of other 
trees und shrubs. 
This burning of the foliage or sun- i 
scald is due to the bot sun accom­ 
panied by drying winds. 
The leaves 
transpire w ater faster than it can be 
obtained from the roots through the 
trunk and limbs. 
Trees with browned leaves are not 
seriously injured, and unless the re­ 
mainder of the foliage becomes yel­ 
low and sickly, such trees will prob­ 
ably recover another year,
